The capita] city of Norway recently 
celebrated the 300th anniversary of its 
existence under its present name, with 
the end of the present year the appel­ 
lation Christiana will belong

forth the city is to be known as Olso. 
Beginning January T, 1925, all letters 
and cablegram s should be addressed 
Olso, and no longer Christiania. 
The decision to go back to the name 
Olso, by which the city was known 
from the year of its founding, 1048, 
until 1624, when King Christian IV 
re-christened it, was reachecf recent- 
y in the Norwegian parliam ent by a 
targe m ajority of votes.

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U. S. Stays Out Of 
French Debt Row

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—President 
Coolidge 
has drawn no hasty con­ 
clusion ,from the recent swirl of de­ 
velopments surrounding the 
French 
war debt and sees no occasion for 
action by the American government on 
the basis of present advices. 
While there is no legal restriction 
giving the federal government author­ 
ity over loans which foreign govern­ 
ments seek to place with private in­ 
terests in this country, the advice 
of W ashington usually is sought by 
the prospective investors and usually 
is sufficient to determ ine the fate of 
any such venture. 
The President is watching the sit­ 
uation closely however, and should 
there be any indication of a move by 
the French government to repudiate 
its obligations it m ight influence the 
white house strongly in ita attitude 
toward the flotation of private French 
loans in this country.

tacky field to realise what this development would meat 
to Morgan and Lawrence counties. 
The chamber of commerce informs us that dozens of 
industries after careful investigations, are very much im 
pressed with the possibilities here for new industries. 
It is reasonable to suppose that not all of those wh< 
now are interested will permit that interest to be directec 
to other fields.

BY GRATEFUL FOREIGN PEOPLE 
“During the world war it fell to the lot of many men. 
nd few women, to win military decorations for heroism 
hut to only one man did it provide the opportunity to re 
ceive a loving cup from the grateful people of a natior 
ndt his own, according to a story, permission for publicg 
tion of which has just been given by the navy department 
Iñ the home of Commander J. H. Boesch, now o f the

“Thus Ponta Delgada on the Fourth of July, without 
:his American ship in po^t, might have been reduced to 
i stone pile, according to the phrase of one of its offi 
dais. For this reason it rests with the town corporation 
ind with the municipal government to present to the cap­ 
lin of the American vessel a sincere expression of then 
gratitude and to promote a public subscription for buying 
jome object of art to offer him in the name of the citi- 
ens of Ponta Delgada. _ ^ 
“The dawn of the Fourth of July! 
Who can ever for 
jet it? 
Who can ever forget the awekening horror of a 
deeping city that at vespers of the night before went 
peacefully to its repose without premonition of the death 
and destruction ahead? 
“The unhappy Thomassih who in her poor village flee 
to the street fuH of fea^ond terror—little did she know 
it vespers the night before that at daybreak of he fol 
lowing morning the splinters of a German shell would 
fracture her skull, causing instantaneous death. 
“It is the body of this girl, found in her village, amid 
jeneral sorrow and surprise, whom none here shall ever 
forget, that at the same time should signify a vehemen 
protest against this work of a German barbarism. 
“Much is due this man-of-war, whose duty comprised 
such vigilance that after the bombardment it redoubled 
ts service to Ponta Delgada. Her launches patrolled the 
«ea at night. Her captain visited the forts and brought 
ogelher on board his ship the day following the bombard 
nent the maritime and military authorities. 
“We must not forget the frequent visito he made to 
.he wounded in the hospital, and to the scene of the dis 
ister to examine the destruction caused by the German 
hells, as did all the officers and sailors, giving money in 
Faja de Cftna to the people who had suffered, especially 


jo the old owners of the house on which the bomb fell 
md who miraculously'escaped death.

“An officers of the veaael knew that in the Rua p* 
3eco there lived a poor old women, a centenarian.

The plan to present him with 
loving cup came into existence almost at once, but those 
who are not familiar with the stringent naval regulation 
regarding the acceptance by a naval officer of a gift from 
he people of a foreign country, or the nation itself, will 
lot appreciate how much of our own government’s red 
ape it was necessary to cut before the presentation could 
ie made. 
A jeweler in Lisbon was informed of the plans of the 
oeople of Ponta Delgada and he made the cup.
